(b) In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be ftfedby the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for response to Office actions as specified in § § 1.111, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 
132) 

§ 1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. All business with the Patent and Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their 
attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office Is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exdusivefy onthe written record in the Office. 
No attention will be paid to any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to whk^h there is disagreement or doubt 

The action of the Patent ar)d Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through the failure to record 
the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in< the application file, unless the examiner indicate he or she 
will do so.

The interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the X^ontents" list on the file wrapper. The 
docket and serial register cards need' not be updated to reflect Interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Fonn is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney 
or agent) at the conclusion of the inter^ew. In case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's corr^pondence address either with or prior to the next official 
communk:ation. If additional con-espondence from the examiner is not likely before an aXtawartca or if other circumstances dictate, the Form shouki be mailed promptly after the 
telephonic inten^ew rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information:

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (personal or telephonic) 

- Name of participant(8) (applicant, attorney or agent, etc.) 

- An indk^tion whether or not an exhibit was shown or a dismonstration conducted 

- An identification of the claims discussed 

• An kJentification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy of 
amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). (Agreements as to allowatiitity are tentative ar>d do not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.) 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 

- Names of other Patent and Trademark Office personnel present 

The Form also contains a statement reminding tiie applicant of his responsibility to tiie record tiie substance of the interview. 

It is desirat)le tiiat the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless botii applicant and examiner agree 
tiiat tiie examiner will record^ same. Where tiie examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when rt is adequately recorded on the Form in an attachment to the 
form, the examiner should check a box at tiie Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement tiie Form by submitting a separate recordi of tiie interview.

If tiie record is not complete or accurate, tiie examiner wiK give tiie appUcant 
one montii from the date of the notifying letter or tiie remainder of any period for response, whk^hever is kxiger, to con^te the response and tiiereby avokl at>andonment of 
tiie applk:ation (37 CFR 1.1 35(c)). 

Examiner to Check for Acct^acy 

Applicarrt's summary of what took place at ^ interview shouM be careiuRy checked to determine tiie accuracy of any argument or statement attrftxited to tiie examiner during 
tiie interview, tf there is an inaccuracy and it bears directiy on tiie c^jestion of patentabMity. it shouU^ If tiie claims are aOowabie for other 

reasons cf record; tiie examiner shouki send a letter setting forth his or her verskxi of the statement attributed to htm. If tiie record! is complete and accurate, tiie examiner shoukf 
place the indication Interview record OtC on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with tiie date and the examiner's initials.
